100 Forest

Boston, May 3 —(/J 
J)— At least a 


dozen farm homes were destroyed 
and thousands of acres of 
wood 


and farmland were ravaged today 
by nearly 100 separate forest fires 
that raged in New England, New 
York state and New Jersey. 


Biggest of the fires wus in Rhode 


Island where flames burned Over 
about 10 square miles in the vicini-' 
ty of West Greenwich, Exeter and 
Hopkinlon. 


At least seven houses and five 


barns 
were destroyed 
in

state's worst forest 
fire 
in nine 


years. 
Four persons, three of them fire- 


men,, were burned when trapped 
in the blaze.

.Hie Kcfauvcr committee 
must

Having said that, the committee-

cannot be 
completely 
eliminated 


from our society, this is no rea- 
son for defeatism, for vigorous law 
enforcement can control organized 
crime to the point whore it is no 
longer a menance to our institu- 
tions." 


The work of the committee won 


sensational 
headlines and then, 


about a month ago, was actually 
more in the public eye than any 
congressional committee in his- 
tory. 


This was when it climaxed a 


year's investigations by letting its 
New York hearings be televised. 


The committee . estimates 
that 


30,000,000 people watched, and 
it 


(iays: "These telecasts. . . have 
bad a most 
salutary .effect 
in 


awakening the public to "the men- 
ace of organized racketeering that 
'confronts our rational life." 


There's probably no 'doubt that 


TV apoctacle had that effect 
on 


many people. But it probably had 
quite a different 
effect on many 


others, those who nia'kc bets pret 
ty regularly, violating the law 
helping the mobsters.
